The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Title: Delete "System and". 
In the Abstract: 

Line 1 , replace "comprising" with -with-. Join all text into a single paragraph. 
In the Claims: 
Delete claim 4. 

In claims 3-6 and 14, replace "claim 4" of each with -claim 1-. 
In claim 1 , insert the following at the end: 

-wherein said method further comprises the step of removing the first beverage 
cartridge from the beverage preparation machine before inserting the second beverage 
cartridge into said beverage preparation machine-. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of Applicant's remarks in the Appeal Brief, it was determined that 
incorporating the limitations of claim 4 into claim 1 would put the application in condition 
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for allowance. The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches such invention as 
claimed in modified claim 1 . In particular, in conjunction with Applicant's convincing 
arguments regarding claim on pages 7-11 of the Appeal Brief filed 2/11/09 it should be 
noted that Fanzutti does not teach preparation of a coffee using two cartridges that are 
used consecutively with removal of the first cartridge before applying the second 
cartridge. There would be no motivation to apply consecutive use of cartridges as 
called for in the instant claims .
